2. Claims 1-21 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
recites an apparatus, comprising separate stripping and cleaning units, wherein a 
stripping unit contains a specific composition for stripping a thermosetting resin. In the 
instant case the composition is positively recited and, therefore, it's given a patentable 
weight and considered as the part of the apparatus structure. None of the prior art of 
record recites or suggests fairly the apparatus with the limitations as instantly claimed. 
Upon further search no other prior art that anticipates or suggests fairly the apparatus 
with positively recited composition having ingredients as instantly claimed has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore, claims 1-21 are allowed over the 
prior art of record.
